Thrilling Experience For Aviator

CHICAGO, June 13.—(By the As- 


sociated Press)—A corps of clerks in 
union headquarters of the railway 
shop crafts 
today began tabulating 


strike ballot!* as rapidly as returned 
from shopmen on the nation's rail- 
roads. Each mail increased the num- 
ber of returned ballots which are due 
not later than June 30.
